of said mouse" however, the specification as filed does not describe any such mouse. While the last paragraph of page 30 describes 
animal that has high productivity of amyloid beta, the specification does not teach an animal that has high productivity of the amyloid 
beta 42. Applicants in their response did not specifically describe as to where in the specification the written support for the proposed 
amendment was present. Therefore, this phrase has been considered a new matter. It is noted that applicants proposed amendments to 
certain claims that have been withdrawn from further action. Amendments to withdrawn claims were not considered.
